BURRUS, THE BUTCHER, 


The Would-Be Assassin of Mrs. Goode and 
Miss Walters in Court. 


CHIcaGo, November 16.—Asba J. Burrus, 
o harged with assault with intent to kill, was 
arraigned tor trial before Judge Collins this 
morning. ‘The hearing was postponed until 2 
o’clock this afternoon. On the evening of 
October 28, 1885, Mrs. Goode and Mies Walters, 
who were employed in a commercial agency, 
having finished their day’s work were quit- 
ting the agency, at 146 Monroe street, and on 
their way homeward. As they stepped from 
the door, Burrus, who had been waiting about, 


advanced, and producing a pistol deliberately 
fired at Mrs. Goode. So close was the range 
that her veil was burned and ber face filled 
with powder. The shot took effect in her 
right ear, and, passing — = 4 through her 
head, buried itself in the left facial bones 
near the surface. Mrs. Goode reeled and 
pitched forward. As she fell, Miss Walters, 
with a scream, seized her ‘stricken com- 
panion’s cloak. On the instant Bur- 
rus fired the bullet meant for 
Miss Walters striking her just in front of the 
right ear, and rangin Lemay until it lodged 
in the base of the br Without a word she 
dropped tothe walk, falling half across the 
body of Mrs. Goode. This tragic scene, which 
consumed buta moment of time, happened 
while the street was filled with people and 
flooded with the ligbt of a hundred gas and 
electric lamps. Burrus at once started at a 
run down Monroe street to La Salle, 
turning then into Madison and running 
eastward to Clark, where he was stopped 
by a policeman. A hundred shouting citizens 
had taken up the pursuit and Burrus was nar- 
rowly saved from lynching before the Harrti- 
son Street patrol wagon arrived. The 
two ladies, then thought to be mortally 
wounded, were carried into a neighboring 
drug store and transferred to the County Hos- 
pital. In the course of weeks, when their 
wounds had sufficiently improved, they were 
removed to the home of Miss Walters at El 
Paso, III., where they have since remained 
until brought to Chicago a few days ago to ap- 
pear at the trial. 

The difficulty between Burrus and the women 
began in St. Paul, where they were all three 
employed inthe same office. Unpleasant re- 
lations, savored with scandalous misunder- 
standings, arose between the man on the one 
hand and the two ladies on the other until the 
ladies were transferred, at their request, from 
St. Paul to this city. This was in the summer 
of 1885, and a month had scarcely passed when 
Burrus came to Chicago and entered the local 
agency. Thus again thrown together, the 
feud was renewed.

a WILD VIEW. . 

The Campaign Executive Committee of 
the Central Labor Union of New York 
City has issued an address to or- 
‘‘ganized labor throughout the United 
„States. The document contains some 
sound views and voices some laudable 
aspirations,but the framers of the address 
become rather wild in enunciating the 
following idea: 
It is, therefore, necessary that we should 
make war upon the great wrong which causes 
poverty—the primary injustice which makes 
the land on which and from which we must 
all live, the exclusive property of individuals 
and denies to the rest of us the right to live 
and to work unless we pay biackmail for the 


privilege. 
Here we find men still pursuing the 


chimera of the abolition of poverty. Be- 
fore rational beings can believe in such a 
thing, they must ignore the mighty lesson 
taught by uniform human experience 
covering a period of several thousand 
years and reinforced by the Scriptural 
admonition that we must have the 
poor always with us. Moreover, it 
seems strange that reasonable people 
should think it practicable to abol- 
ish poverty through a process of 
virtual confiscation that would greatly 
increase the number of the poor. One of 
the chief causes of distress and suffering 
is the increasing tendency of poor people 
to flock to the cities, and this overcrowd- 
ing of cities would be augmented to 
alarming proportions if millions of land- 
owners were made suddenly destitute 
through the ‘‘nationalization” of land. 
The address plainly intimates that 
through the alleged injustice of land 
ownership people who own no land do not 
enjoy the right to live and to work unless 
they pay blackmail for the privilege. The 
men who hold this singular view might 
gather some edification by contemplating 
the hundreds of thousands of people in 
this country, who are working and living 
comfortably without owning land. It 
would be also enlightening to them to 
consider the number of people who are 
constantly making large fortunes without 
owning any land whatever. It may be 
added that sensible people can never be 
made to believe that money paid for land 
is more in the nature of “‘blackmail” than 
that paid for any other kind of property. 
—— — —— 
M’CHESNEY’S DISCHARGE. 


The discharge of WARREN F. MCCHES- 
NEY by the State Supreme Court on some 
technicality or other has been generally 
expected in St. Louis ever since he was 
convicted two years ago. The evidence 
against him had produced a unanimous 
verdict of guilty from twelve intelligent 
and respectable citizens sworn as jurymen. 
The indictment had been sustained by the 
Criminal Court, and its decision had been 
affirmed by the Court of Appeals. But 
nobody ever expected that a person as 
efficient as McCuEesney had been in the 
underground department of politics 
would be compelled to serve two years or 
any othertime in the Penitentiary. So 
many convicted felons, of whose guilt 
there was not a shadow of doubt 
in any rational mind, have es- 
caped punishment through the quirks 
of our criminal law as ad- 
ministered by the State Supreme 
Court, that MCCHESNEY’S escape was an- 
ticipated as a matter of course, irrespect- 
ive of any intelligent comprehension of 
the legal grounds for it. The unanimous 
opinion of the Supreme Court in his case, 
however, is so clear in its citation of stat- 
utes and prior decisions that it certainly 
shifts the responsibility for his escape to 
the prosecution. The courts below 
held that a general description of 
the persons referred to in the indict- 
ment as members of the Brewers’ Associa- 
tion was sufficient, when the statute ex- 
pressly prescribes that the name of a 
person defrauded should be inserted in 
the indictment. The fact that both the 
Circuit Court and Court of Appeals held 
the indictment sufficient acquite the 
prosecution of intentional error. So the 
outcome of the case is that McCHESNEY 
stands convicted by a jury, but dis- 
charged on account of a fault in the in- 
dictment, and that nobody is blamable 
for this failure of justice. 
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BOOK AGENTS. 
A local contemporary has extracted a 
brief interview from a minister of the gos- 
pel on the subject of book agents. The 
gentleman makes an earnest plea in be- 
half of those maligned but industrious 
members of society. It is pleasant to find 
an able and earnest champion of a mis- 
used classof people who devote themselves 
to the lofty work of disseminating the 
printed products of the human brain. “I

It may be stated in addition to the above 
that the vocation of a book agent is really 
' elevating—that is, elevating in a dignified 
sense, and not merely in a muscular and 
physical sense. He enjoys rare oppor- 
tunities for studying human nature, and 
when he picks up occasional slugs of in- 
formation that militate for the moment 
against his bodily or spiritual comfort, he 
accepts such things as the uncertain 
features of a checkered existence. The 
developing power of a book agent’s life 
indicated in the above extract is cor- 
rectly described. It is estimated that the 
man who has been a book agent for ten 
years can ride the roughest sort of a trot- 
ting horse all day without experiencing 
unpleasantness after dismounting. 
Book-canvassing is also an excellent 
preliminary training for a person who 
wants to become a first-class bicyclist; for 
there is nothing like having a good foun- 
dation for a thing. It should be noted, 


also, that a book agent develops his moral 


nature and promotes his spiritual growth 
by a habit of minute and circumstantial 
adhesion to the truth. No book agent 
ever departs from the literal facts in com- 
mending his wares, except under the stern 
pressure of extraordinary convenience. 
Book canvassing has much to commend it 
as a disciplinary preparation for higher 
things. In judging it on its absolute mer- 
its, we should say, in the words of an 
eminent American, ‘‘for people who like 
this sort of thing, this is the sort of thing 
that they would like.“ 


THE American Tin Plate Association has 
long maintained a lobby at Washington, 
and its active interference in elections is 
to secure an increase of the duty on tin 
plate from 1 to à cents a pound. At the 
present rate it enjoys a protection of 30 per 
cent, which, with the cost of transporta- 
tion, is enough to more than cover the dif- 
ference in the cost of the labor employed. 
But in spite of the duty we import 
$16,610,104 worth of tin plate, from which 
the duties collected amount to over &, 
000, 000. The increase of duty demanded 
by the Association would simply exclude 
imports of tin plate, deprive the Treasury 
of H, 000, 000 a year, largely increase the 
cost of canned goods and of every tin 
article used in the household, and enable 
the Association to impose an inferior arti- 
cle of tin plate on the people ata high 
price and divide every year a surplus 
profit of $10,000,000 or $15,000,000.

Among the official records issued by Presi- 
dent N. E. Young of the National League there 
is none more interesting than that of the 
columns devoted to stolen bases, remarks the 


Philadelphia Times. No player’s averages were 
given who partici in less than fifteen 
ames. The list given includes 128 names. 
Tne entire number of bases stolen was } ,428, 
which makes the average number of bases 
stolen by player during the sea- 
son a little ever eleven. It must be 
remembered however, that hardly 
one-third of the 128 men participated in as 
many as 100 games, while others played in less 
than 20. The average number of games piayed 
by all the players was 67, and the average 
number of bases stolen by each II, therefore 
each player succeeded, on the average, in 
stealing one base in six games. 

Andrews of the Philadelpbia Club tops the 
list as the — Sap: base stealer of the season 
of 1388. Not only did he steal the most bases 
(56), but he participated tn twelve games less 
than Kelly, who has stolen 53, and in twenty 
less games than Hanlon, who stole 80 
bases. Hanlon is really the next to 
the best base-runner, inasmuch as Kelly, 
while he has stolen three more than 
Hanion and participated in eight less games, 
stands firstin the batting list, while manion 
is only 58th. It is easy to see, therefore, that 
Kelly has had afar larger number of oppor- 
tunities than Hanlon. Andrews its 45th in 
the batting list, but is not as successful in 

etting to firet on short hits or on bases on

A Petition Circulated by the Central Labor 
Union ef New York. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisraTcu. 

New Yorn, November 16.—A committee ap- 
pointed by the Central Labor Union, Sunday, 
has prepared the following for circulation: 

We, the members of the Central Labor 
Union of the city of New York, do hereby ap- 
peal in behalf of the eight men who are under 
sentence of death and one under sentence of 
fifteen years’ imprisonment. Not as An- 


archists or Socialists do we formulate this pe- 
tition, but in the name of all honest 
men in the name of every lover 
of justice do we seek to erase 
in face of history the blot which has been cast 
thereon by the conviction of these men for 
publiclexpression of taeir opinions. We appeal 
to you because the circumstances of their 
conviction warrant the assertions following: 

1. That a fair and impartial trial was impos- 
sible under the circumstances. 

2. That at the trial of these men no evidence 
was produced to show that either of them was 
guilty of throwing a bomb, or either of them 
was directly orindirectly connected with the 
throwing of a bomb. 

3. That the conviction of these men was 
not in accordance witha just and equitable 
administration of the law, butin accordance 


with the demands of an unreasoning and 
prejudiced popular sentiment created by the 
capitalistic presse. 

berefore, we appeal to every honest man, 
to every lover of justice, to x his signa- 
ture to this petition, thatthe eight unjustly 
cenvicted men be granted by the authorities a 
new, fair and impartial trial.

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Messenger Fotheringham is the only link 
the Adams Express Company has to connect 
it with its lost treasure, and it is determined 
to hold him. So far the company has en- 
countered no opposition. For two weeks 
after the robbery Fotheringham was a volun- 
tary prisoner at the Southern Hotel. The 
detectives have questioned and cross-ques- 
tioned him for days. One operative remained 
with him all the time to gather up 
whatever testimony he might give 
in his admissions and conduct. 

He did not refuse to answer any question or 
to comply with any request until they started 
him writting letters to his motber. At this he 
rebelied. He told Superintendent Damsel 
that he would write nofurther letters to his 
mother. He put downthe pen and kept his 
resolve. W hen the attorneys re- 
tained his mother began to 
press a habeas corpus proceeding 
the criminal case was pushed. Fotheringham 
was indicted and committed to jail, where he 
has remained since. To-day he served notice, 
through his attorney, that hereafter the com- 
pany might expect a response to every move 
made against his liberty. 

NOT GUILTY. 

At 10:30 o'clock this morning a deputy-sheriff 
brought Fotheringham from the Jail to the 
Criminal Court, handcuffed to a man named 
Tuomas Raines, who was charged with steal- 
ing a type-writer from Mortimer D. Shaw. He 
was arraigned at the bar when the clerk 
asked, What is your name?’’ 

„D. 8. Fotheringham,’’ the prisoner re- 
plied. 

‘‘Your are charged in indictment No. 7, as 
follows. The clerk then proceeded to read 
the indictment charging Fotberingbam con- 
jintly with Jim Cummings and Richard Roe 
with stealing $60,000 from the Adams Express 
Company, onthe 25th ult. At the conclusion 
of the indictment, to the reading of which the 
prisoner listened with deep interest, the clerk 
asked: Are you guilty, or not guilty?’’ 

Not gullty,’’ Fotheringham replied 
promptly. 

Indictment No. 8, charging Fotheringham 
with receiving $30,000, his portion of the piun- 
der, was read, and the same arraignment 
question asked. Fotheringham again replied, 
Im not guiity.’’

THE BOND. 

Mr. Thomas B. Marvey then addressed the 
Court: ‘‘l wish to give notice to the State that 
on to-morrow mornine I shall make applica- 
tion to the Court for bail, and give reasons 
why I think it should not exceed a certain 
amount.

Fotheringbam and Raines were then taken 
back to the rear of the bar.

Mr. Harvay sad: Ido not think more than 
$5,000 bail should be required. The constitu- 
tion provides that excessive ball shall not be 

uired. Murder in the first degree is an un- 
bailabie offense, but the court can take into 
consideration the evidence in the case and 
ape the amount of bail accordingly. An 
indictment is no presumption of guiitin the 
eyes of the Court, and the Court has a right to 
take the testimony and fix the 
bond according to its character. 
Iciaim that in this case there is no evidence 
to show that my client is guilty. This is 
afactuniess they have concealed batteries 
that I know nothing about.

It 
le a shame to keep that boy in jail, and I 
think that indictment is not founded on good 
evidence. Il tell you the most conviucing 
evidence tomy mind. If Fotheringham was 
implicated in this robbery, about October 27 
or 28, somebody would have gone into an at- 
torney’s office and retained him. A lawyer 
would have found Fotheringham and told him 
to come with him. How would they have 
stopped him? Instead of this he ls permitted 
to remain under the pump for over two weeks. 
This is the best evidence, to my mind, of 
Fotheringham’s innocence.’’

A SLICK LAND TRANSACTION,

In Which Julius F. Rivers Lost $4,250—Four 
Warrants Secured. 

Julius F. Rivers, a builder, living at 905 North 
Nineteenth street, accompanied by his at- 
torney, Mr. L. D. Seward, visited the four 
Courts to-day and took out four warrants for 
fraud against parties whom he accuses of 
swindling him out of ever $4,000.

MR. WALLACE 
as the agent of a New York syndicate which 
was buying timber land. Wallace was told b 
Wagner that Rivers could sell him the land he 
had been speaking to him about, and the first- 
mentioned remarked: ‘‘Yes, we are buying 
ail the timber land in Arkansas we can get.’ 
Then he took out a map of Arkansas 
and indicating a pencil mark, said that a rail 
road was going over the land, adding, ‘‘But 
that is my own affair.’’

IMPORTANT MEASURES IN THE MUNICIPAL 
ASSEMBLY TO-NIGHT. 


The Elevated and Iron Mountain Bilis— 
Board of Public Improvements—Extensive 
Sewer Repairs Eecommended-—Street Re- 
construction — Appropriations — Com- 
mittees. 


Both Houses of the Municipal Assembly will 
meet to-night. There is nothing in the sur- 
face indications of the announcement to call 
an unusually large lobby, but the knowing 
ones predict a reasonably influential one. 

THE HOUSE. 

The Tucker elevated bill is the special or- 
der for 8 o’clock. It may be disposed of 
quietly, or may be so delayed that it will oc- 
cupy the greater portion of the evening’s ses- 
sion. There is a disposition on the 
part of some of the members who 
are not really in favor of the bill 
to pass it, and so get it out 
of the way, thus leaving the responsibility of 
its amendment and shaping with the Council. 

On the vote last Friday, making it the special 
order for to-night, the ayes were 19 to the noes 
6. It is hardly sate to presume that the nine- 
teen, who voted to consider it to-night, were 
all in its favor, but it is a reasonable 
deduction that they were not anxious for its 
delay. 

The bill, which is under the especial care of 
Mr. Stone of the Twenty-eighth, is so yolum- 
inous in its description of route that only the 
merest outline is possiblein this mention of 
it. The general direction of the 
line proposed is from Broadway 
and Cass avenue south on Broadway 
or Third to Wainut, Elm, or Clark ayenue, as 
may be deemed the most desirable and prac 
ticable. On one of these three named streets 
or over the blocks between it is proposed to 
proceed west to Jefferson avenue, thence west 
over Laciede avenue, Manchester Road or 
over intervening blocks to Grand avenue 
then over and along Forest Park Boulevard 
and the Park line ef the Wabash Road to 
Union avenue. From Jefferson avenue two 
branches spring. One goes north to Sullivan 
avenue and then west through the Twenty- 
eighth Ward, past Cote Brilliamte and to the 
new city limits. The southern branch is over 
Jefferson avenue to the River des Peres. As 
the north branch would be a «reat 
benefit to Mr. Stone’s ward that gentieman’s 
interest in the billis a very easily explained 
and laudable one. Various personal interests 
are serving to crystalize strength beth tor 
and against the bill. Much of the opposition 
is of acharacter easily concilia ; as for 
example when the proposed line on 
North Jefferson avenue would at Gambie 
street run between the church and school of 
St. Sridget’s Parish which are on opposite 
sides of Jefferson avenue.

Lonpon, November 16.—{Copyright, 1886. }— 
There will be a great concourse of German 
royalties on the Riviera this winter. The 
King and Queen of Wurtemberg arrived at 
Nice on Friday evening, having traveled by 
special train from Stuttgart through the St. 
Gothard Tunnel. They will remain at the 
Villa Bonteau till the beginning of May. The 
Grand Duke and Grend Duchess ot Baden are 
expected shortly at Cannes, accompanied by 
the Crown Prince and Crown Princess, and 
they will probably occupy the Villa des Tours, 
the beautiful residence of the Duc de 
Vallombrosa.

PRINCE ALEXANDER. 

Prince Alexander of Battenberg evidently 
entertains no idea of returning to Bulgaria, 
nor has he any wish to doso.

A FATAL MISHAP. | 


The Fall That Killed Mr. Kernan of the 
New York Chamber ef Commerce. 

By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcu. 

New York, November 16.—Wm. H. Kernan, 
Assistant Secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, died on Saturday night, the victim of 
what seemed to be a trifling accident. He 
was descending the stairs, tripped and fell 
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TRENTON, N. J., November 16.—Never before 
in its history has the State of New Jersey been 
wrought up to suck a piteh of political excite- 
ment as it is at present over the contest for 
the control of the Legislature. The voting 
was 80 extremely close in many districts that 
neither Democrats nor Republicans have been 
able to say, with any degree of certainty, that 
they would prevail. It seemed probable for a 
time that John Donohue, the Labor member 
from Passaic County, would cast the deciding 
ballot, and the Democrats felt tolerably 
sure of him, but the recounts now 
in progress are upsetting the most careful cal- 
culations. In the tie district in Passaic County 
Carroll, the Labor candidate, won bya solitary 
ballot on the ballot Saturday, and since then 
the Democrats have felt very confident. The 
Legislature would stand: Democrats, 41; Ro- 
publicans, 89; Labor, 1. They could lose one 
on the recounts to follow and still have 
Donohue as the deciding member. But yes- 
terday another recount took place here, and 
Republicans feel greatly elated over what they 
say isthe probable result which will be an- 
nounced to-day. Recounts are yet to be made 
in Cumberland, Salem and Atlantic Counties, 
in which the majorities ran from 13 to 47. 

AN EXCITING RECOUNT. 

The recount yesterday was quite as exciting 
as the one in Passaic last week. A large crowd 
gathered at the Court-house bright and early 
and stood around ali day. The prediction of 
the Republicans that their candidate, Josiah 
Jones, Jr., would gain ten votes in the Third 
Precinct of the First Ward, was verified ex- 
actly. There was a discrepancy of ten votes 
between the poll list and the returns, and the 
precinct being Republican, they bad surmised 
that the missing votes would be Republican. 
It so turned out, and this increase for 
Jones snowed under Fred Walter’s small 
plurality of two, by the election returns. 
Early inthe afternoon the report got on the 
street that Jones was elected, and there was a 
great deal of excitement among the 
politicians. A large number of ots, how- 
ever, had been changed and it required the 
decision of the Chief Justice on them before 
the result could be known. It was shortly 
after 10a. m. when the reeount began, Chief 
Justice Beasley being present. Judge R. 8. 
Woodruff, who, with ex-Mayor Vroom, repre- 
sented Mr. Walter, entered a protest against 
the whole proceedings on the ground that the 
etitioner had not set orth reasons 
or his suspicions of errors in the 
original count. The protest was entered. It 
is understood to be for the r ot giving 
the Democrats an opportunity of — — 
Jones’ seat in the Assembly in case he shout 
appear in that body. Many Of the ballots were 
challenged for the same purpose. 

FREQUENT CHALLENGES.

He ruled out a ballot cast for ‘‘Joshua’’ Jones 
and reserved decision on one where the writing 
ot Walters name was faint. recount was 
then resumed, and although only about half 
through at 6 p. m. it was decided to continue it 
to the end. After the gain of ten in 
the First Ward referred to above, 
Jones gained nothing. Walter made a gain 
of one in the Fifth Ward, and Jones lost one 
in the second, and twoin the first two pre- 
cincts of the Seventh, thereby reducing Jones’ 
lead to six. There are also three challenged 
ballots which it is believed the Chief Justice 
will give to Walter to-day. Inthe third pre- 
cinct of the Seventh ard two ballots for 
Walter were disputed, and inthe fourth Jones 
lostone. This completed the recount, but 
owing to the half-dozen disputed ballots, 
which will not be passed upon — the Chief 
Justice till to-day, the resuit is still in doubt. 
At present Jones has a majority of three, but 
it isthought that favorable decisions for 
Walter on disputed ballots will leave the final 
result about a tie.
